Byrd and the Medal of Honor. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Byrd 
and Bennett did a big thing and did it 
splendidly. Nobody grudges them the 
fame they have earned, and they ought 
to have every reward which they have 


just claims to. But their flight across 
the pole was entirely in the line of 
duty, and they ought to consider them- 
selves very lucky to have been chosen 
for this task, the successful carrying 
out of which has brought them fame, 
honor and, indirectly, money. (since 
they will be in demand in many com- 
mercial ways just on account of their 
flight), far beyond anything their 
brotber officers can hope for. 

The congressional medal of honor is 
given for gallantry “above and beyond 
the cull of duty.”

preventing scurvy. The main require- 
ment seems to be fresh, young, tender 
vegetables grown out of doors.

There is a 
Mysterious in the manner that he 
so completely dominates his asso- 
ciliates, who, in his present under- 
taking, are his employers. He not 
only tells them what to do, but 
how to do it and when. And he 
makes them like it. Sixteen major 
league ‘magnates, supposed to be 
business men and drivers of hard 
bargains, are so completely under 
the thumb of the man with the 
funny name and the well-deserved 
title that it is strange if not mys- 
terious or weird. 

Judge Landis is either the pos- 
sessor of some spark of personality 
indescribable that puts him far 
ahead of his time or he is a grand 
lnoax, Who has sixteen major league 
magnates so grandly hoaxed that it 
is pitiful. Howsomever it may be, 
Judge Landis so commands the re- 
spect of the magnates that they 
appear ready to do his every bid- 
ding—-nay, fawn upon him. 

There is something in the pres- 
ence of Judge Landis that makes 
the self-will of strong men melt 
before him. There have been times 
when matters have looked dark for 
the judge. Dire things have been 
forecast for his lot. Baseball has 
been ready to cast him out bodily; 
to strip him of his power; to leave 
him high commissioner of base- 
ball in name only and roundly re- 
buke him for his audacity in at- 
tempting to lay down the law to 
the magnates. 


But Judge Landis has always 
emerged from his trials in 
major league baseball tri- 
umphant. And then comes the 
reaction. The magnates appear 
io be at his very feet in their 
desire to display their faith in 
the old man.

Why the sixteen major league 
magnates fear the displeasure of 
the man whom they elected to ar- 
bitrate in their own 
Strange. The judge has declared 
repeatedly that ec:d not want 


the job. Even with the approach 
of 1927 and the termination of his 
seven-year contract at a yearly 
salary of $50,000, the judge gave 
the magnates reason to believe that 
he was not anxious to be reelected.

Nobody has ever accused major 
league magnates of self-conscious- 
ness or of possessing an inferiority 
complex, but these facts when ap- 
plied to their relations with Judge 
Landis were brought out in unmis- 
takable terms at the National 
league meeting at New York the 
first of the week. The magnates 
took cognizance of the fact that | 
Landis was dominating their affairs 
with consideration of their wel- 
fare, but evidently without consid- 
eration of their rights. 

Something must be done to show 
the judge that they were not to 
be treated as serfs. Forthwith there 
was drawn up a resolution that 
Judge Landis be informed that the 
National league would tolerate no 
more of his despotism. But they 
didn't call it despotism. They were 
not yet ready for an open break. 
They clothed it in a meaningless 
combine of words and called it 
“benevolent despotism.” In that 
act they protested the judge's al- 
leged despotism and at the same 
time admitted they liked it by 
calling it benevolent. 

The National and American 
league magnates also devised the 
brilliant idea of curbing the judge's 
authority by reviving the advisory 
board, which had ceased to exist in 
the judge’s mind since two years 
before, when, at his insistence, the 
American league owners removed 
President Ban Johnson from the 
council. 

So armed with that fine idea and 
the “benevolent despotism’ reso- 
lution, the magnates made their 
way into the joint meeting, at 
which the commissioner presided. 


At the meeting the magnates 
soon learned that it was one 
thing to plan the “benevolent 
despotism” and advisory coun- 
cll ideas in the sanctum of 
their own meetings and quite 
another proposition to present 
them to Judge Landis in the 
latter’s presence. Somebody hit 
upon the happy idea of first 
tendering the judge the com- 
missionship first and the reso- 
lutions afterward. They did, 
showing great courage.

With Landis wondering whether 
‘r not he was going to be returned 
to his high-salaried commissioner- 
ship and virtually a lame duck at 
the meeting, the magnates had 
their one chance to make plain any 
grievances. But the courage was 
not there. The “benevolent des- 
potism” and advisory board rese- 
lutions were lost sight of in the 
rush to climb aboard the commis- 
sioner’s band wagon. 

They clothed him with the full 
power of his office for another 
seven years, raised his salary to 
$65,000 yearly, indorsed whole- 
heartedly the policies of his ad- 
ministration and then mentioned 
incidentally their “benevolent des- 
potism” and advisory board prop- 
osition.
